The 
court

sentenced 
Oeorge L. Mueller, president of the 
striking union, to one year in Jail 
for contempt of court. Mueller had 
refused to end the power strike— 
unprecedented in a city of P itts­ 
burgh's 
size—which 
further 
cur­ 
tailed business in the steel capita! 
today. 
Already more than 20,000 workers 
were Idle In steel plants and other 
indu tries closed 
becam e of the 
power .strike. Thousands more office 
and shop workers were kept home 
by curtailm ent of street car service, 
which today sagged to as low as 25 
per cent of normal. 
The light company manned its 
power plants chiefly with super­ 
visors but said the power supply 
nevertheless was reduced to 35 per 
rent of normal today. Electricity still 
flowed to stores and homes, but the 
company continued appeals to all 
to conserve its use. A company 
spokesman said the present limited 
service could be continued for sev­ 
eral days if enough “voluntary ra ­ 
tioning" is applied.

Strong Earthquake 
In West Indies Area 


Weston, Mass., Sept. 25 (PP)—A 
"quite strong” earthquake—the lat­ 
est in a series of approximately 300 
quakes recorded in the West Indies 
area in the vicinity of Puerto Rico 
since last Angust 8—was registered 
at the Weston college seismograph 
station this morning.

H arrisbu rg, Sept. 25 (SP) — Accom­ 
modating 12.000 students at an esti­ 
mated cost of 13.000.000 annually, 
Pennsylvania's area college center* 
will be the largest collegiate entity 
in the state — and sell-sustaining 
at that. 
Although the plan is under the 
aegis of Governor M artin and the 
state D epartm ent of Public In stru c­ 
tion, policies will be adm inistered by 
advisory councils in each of the nine 
areas. 
Educators from 
the established 
colleges and universities in th e re ­ 
spective areas will form the council 
which will ret up scholastic stan d ­ 
ards to guide each of the area co­ 
ordinators. 
Get Full Credits 
The enrollees — civilians as well 
as ex-O Is are acceptable — will re­ 
ceive full college credits for th eir 
work. The centers will open Oct. 15 
and for the first year will be lim ited 
to freshm an courses. 
Civilians will pay 1300 a year tu i­ 
tion, half of which is payable in ad­ 
vance of each semester. V eterans’ 
fees for tuition and books will be 
financed by the V eterans’ Adm inis­ 
tration. 
W e're proceeding on the basis 
th a t the plan will be self-support­ 
ing” said Dr. Robert McC. Steele, 
state coordinator, “but the state has 
advanced a $750,000 loan to finance 
operations partially until next M arch 
when the VA will pay tuition claims 
for veterans students.”

PLANNING SAVES 
TIME IN DAIRY 


The time required to care for 
dairy cattle, which takes 
nearty 
one-third of the Pennsylvania farm ­ 
er's working day, can be reduced 
through three m ajor m ethods, says 
Monroe J. Amies, extension farm 
m anagem ent specialist of the P enn­ 
sylvania State college, on the basis 
of surveys made for the Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service in co-op­ 
eration with a number of farm ers, 
These, in brief, are: by acquiring 
new machinery, rearrangem ent of 
the dairy barn or other facilities, 
and in the improvement, of work 
habits. 
On the first, he cautions th a t to 
buy or build new m achines to do all 
or part of the Job may prove disap­ 
pointing "unless the new equipm ent 
is devised and used with some in ­ 
telligent 
thinking." 
The

throughout

S tate he cites as evidence in this 
fact. He lists feed carts, litter c a r­ 
riers, and other items In the same 
class, advising that they be bought 
or built only where barns are a r­ 
ranged for their use.

quire a new piece of equipment un­ 
less it does one or more of four j 
things,’’ which are: reduces cost of 
operation, makes the job easier so 
th at labor can be kept to do It, 
makes it possible to do the Job w ith­ 
in the time when it m ust be done, 
and, or results in a higher quality 
product. 
Mentioning the expense involved 
In remodeling or rebuilding barns, 
he urges careful prelim inary plan­ 
ning. "Poor planning.” he relates, 
“can add m onths of work and miles 
of travel to the farm ers’ chore work 


for the rest of their lives." 
Improving work habits, although 
little or no expense ols involved, can 
produce marked results in saving 
time anti labor, he finds. As a good 
approach to this factor, he suggests 
a careful study of the Job to be done. 
and emphasizes regularity and sys­ 
tem atic procedures.
